DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 18 August 2006 
has been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 
recites the limitation "the top" in third line, "the clothes" between the fifth and sixth 
lines and "the wearer" in the sixth line. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gilowitz (US 2,471 ,949). 
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A broach in a shape of a container (6,6a) for application of aromatherapy 
(C. 1, L. 1-15) comprises a container (6,6a) that contains essential oil which is 
closed with a top, a wick (10) that extends through the top and a clasp (7) 
attached to the container that enables the container to be attached to clothes of a 
wearer (Figs. 1-5). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Putz (US 2002/01 1 7556) is cited to show state of the art with respect to a 
scent diffuser that can be provided in different articles of jewelry.
